nation of President Kennedy to the N.-i t lone 1 Archiv es 

Ey a memorandum of August 19, 1966, th«* Attorney Gcn-'tel 
authorized you to transfer to the National Archives and Records 
Scrvico of tlio General Scrviceo Administration all evidence and 
exhihito involved in tho invention cion conduc ted hy the War rep 
Cominica ion, except for the riflo and pistol which were cuhject 
to litigation in tho United .States Court of Appeals for the Fifth 
Circuit (John J. King v. United Stnteo, decided July 29, 1966). 

That memorandum also authorized you Co transfer tho riflo 
and piotol to the National .Arch iveo when the forfeiture litigation 
terminated or when titlo to those itema woe vested in the United 
States pursuant to Public Law 09-316. 

Titlo to those items has been vested in the United States 
pursuant to Public Law 09-310 (See Part II of the Federal Roister 
of November 1, 1966, page 1396G, ct sc^.). Furthermore, thcT “ 
Solicitor General, in conformity with recommendations from the 
Criminal Division ond thic Office, decided not Co appeal the ad- 
verse docioion of tho Fifth Circuit ond time for any such appeal 
has expired. This, in effoct,' terminated the litigation. 

Accordingly, in conformity with the Attorney General's 
memorandum of August 19, 1966, it is requested that you arrange 
for .prompt tronsfor of the riflo end pistol to the National Archives 
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
